(of the other Side the Water) beloved 
Children, and underftand that the great King has 
fent us thefe Goods which you have given us in 
his Name, and defire all our hearty Thanks to be 
soturned to the great King forthe fame. 

Now we defire you being the great King’s belo- 
ved Child, that we have made you our great Go- 
vernour in the great King’s Stead, and fhall now 
call you by a Name in our own Language, which 
is O-fy-con-no-weskee to all our Towne. 

We detire, as we take you for our Father and 
great Governour, that you will take that Care of 
us, that we may not want fora good Trade of 
Gocds from this Country ; and that for the future, 
we will be loving and kind to all fach Traders as 
you fhall feod among us. 

We have been down here fome confiderable 
Time, and fhall be ready to depart from hence in 
two Days. We acknowledge to have received A- 
bundance of Civilities, more thanever before, for 
which we retorn you all our hearty Thanks, and 
defire to know where we fhall get Provifions to 
carry us home 3 and alfo we beg to know what 
Tradersis now going up, and defire that Captain 
Hatton and Mr. Wigan may go with us in Com- 
pavy 5 for we hear the Creeks lic in the Road 
waiting for us, and do defire that we may be well 
fapplied with Ammunition a Page Traders that is 
now going up, that we may be at all Times able 
to defend ourfelves and you. , 

Now we bid yoo Farewel, and at all times fhall 
be fure and punétual in obeying your Commands, 
and do expe to hear from you every Opportunity 
that prefeots. 

We asked you for fome of our People to go home 
to fee our great King, bat have not bad your An- 
fwer. 

We defire to bear all News every Opportunity 
that prefents, and fhall at all times let you know 
what News there is among us. 

That at all times when you write as any News, 
let us know if you are difturbed by any Enemies, 
for we fhall be at - times ready te come down in
